Project 
Set Back 


A recommendation that the city 
council take action at the earliest 
possible date, to assure a crossing 
of the Southern Pacific railroad 
tracks and connecting Middle ave- 
‘nue and Burgess drive, was voiced 
informally this week by members 
of the city planning commission. 


The new recommendations rep- 
resent a change from the planning 
commission’s previous recommen- 
dations, in which they contended 
first priority should be“given to 
completing Willow road, via an 
underpass, to El 
from its present terminus in Lin- 
field Oaks. 


At a regular study meeting at 
which no official action could be 
taken, the commissioners re- 
viewed street problems in the 
Civic center area and formulat- 
ed this and other suggestions as 
steps which might eliminate the 
growing traffic problem there. 


They decided to ask the coun- 
cil to: 


1. Widen the present B street to 
66 feet, and extend it from Laurel 
street to Middlefield; 


2. Widen and extend Burgess 
drive from Alma street to Middle- 
field, so it will have an 80-foot 
right of way; 


3. Widen and straighten Laurel 
street, so it will connect with the 
portion of Laurel street north of 
the civic center at a four-way in- 
tersection at Ravenswood avenue. 

The latter item, they agreed, 
should be recommended for a 
“high priority.” 

The planners’ informal discus- 
sion did not result in a specific 
recommendation on an underpass 
under the railroad tracks, connect- 
ing Burgess drive with El Camino 
Real. 

However, those. present. agreed 
that some sort of. connection 
should be made there. 

The B street referred to, as pre- 
sently contemplated, would form 
one boundary of Stanford Re- 
search Institute’s proposed new 
headauarters layout.

Whether or not San Mateo 
unty’s supervisors will enact a 
li. ¥ permitting collection of sales 
taxes, with most of the proceeds 
to go to the cities in which they’re 
collected, this week appeared to 
depend on decisions to be reached 
by five city councils not yet com- 


mitted either for or against the|

Those from five of the cities 
represented indicated the city 
councils of which they are mem- 
bers were opposed to the propos- | 
ed sales tax; the three others— | 
including Menlo Park—favored 
the measure. 

All present agreed to convene 
for another session, on Aug. 16, 
at which time it is expected more 
of the county’s city councils will 
make their positions known. |

Maryland, would be in- 
tact and habitable 14 days follow- 
ing a 15-megaton burst dumped on 
the Pentagon?” 

Project manager is William L. 
White, 1735 Stanford avenue. 

The computer is fed with punch- 
ed cards on which is recorded the 
information needed to solve the 
statistical problems posed; it com- 
putes the result of an A-bomb or 
H-bomb attack for one day, seven 
days, 14 days, or 60 days after the 
theoretical attack. It also gives da- 
ta on how many survivors may be 
expected, and what resources in a 
contaminated area can be used af- 
ter a period. 

AT UNIVERSITY 

Actually, the project is being 
operated on Stanford University’s 
computation center, operated 
jointly by SRI and the university. 

The local research institute has 
been engaged by the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration to develop 
necessary research techniques, to 
compile and process data, and to 
organize a workable damage pre- 
diction system. 

So far, in two years, research 
has resulted in the compilation of 
some 5000 pages of data on what 
might be expected to happen.

growing youngsters health and stature. 

And prize-winning plants don’t just happen. They are 
the result of careful soil preparation, cultivation, watering and 
feeding. 

Similarly, business success does not just happen. It is built 
by men and women who plan carefully to produce an effective, 
desirable establishment, suited to its environment, and who then 
continue to “water, cultivate and feed” it with modern merchan- 
dising and promotion. 

The welfare of a community such as Menlo Park is inextricably 
tied to the welfare of all its parts. The value and desirability of 
residential areas in the city is affected by the prosperity and at- 
tractiveness of the business district... and vice versa. And, 
just as a residential street suffers if one home is ill-kept and run- 
down, so a businessman suffers for the sins of his neighbors in 
business. 

Thus, for the welfare of all— residents, property owners, 
businessmen — this community cannot tolerate one “rotten apple” 
. . . or one man who is not doing his best to make the most of his 
property or his business. 

The atmosphere was auspicious when Menlo Park's modern 
business district started to grow six years ago. The free municipal 
parking plaza program, in which this city pioneered, gave Menlo 
Park the chance for real leadership. The men and women who 
opened their stores here did so with hope and enthusiasm and 
determination to succeed. 

Business grew and individual businesses, themselves, ex- 
panded from man-an-wife enterprises to hamming concerns with 
numbers of employees. More banks came to town —a measure | 
of the increasing economic tempo of Menlo Park. 

Most of those men and women and their business establish- 
ment still are with us and still are growing. The banks continue | 
to expand. We are doing well. 

But HOW well are we doing? 

A few businesses established within these years have 
closed their doors. Of the others, we often hear that sales 
volume is running “ahead of last year.” But is it running ahead 


as much as the potential sales volume — the retail purchasing | 


being done in the area — is running ahead? 

If there is 15 or 20 per cent more “spendable income” in 
this area now than there was a year ago, then a store that is 
not doing 15 or 20 per cent more business is not ahead — it is 
falling behind. 

Figures developed recently in connection with studies of the 
proposed county-wide sales tax are revealing. 
According to the State Board of Equalization, the amount of 


| 
new sales tax that would be collected by stores in Menlo Park 


during 1956-57 represents $20 for each occupied dwelling in the 
city. This figure is near the bottom of the ladder for the county 
as a whole. 

In Burlingame, the figure per occupied dwelling runs to $47, 
The county average is $29. Ignoring the towns of Atherton and 
Hillsborough, which have little or no retail business, only the 
county’s unincorporated areas — with $18 per dwelling — and Bel- 
mont — with a $15 figure — fall below Menlo Park. 

The meaning of this is that Menlo Park stores are getting far 
less of their home area trade than they should. This condition is 
unhealthy for the entire community. 

The reasons for this situation are physical, mental and emo- 
tional — and they all can be corrected. | 

Physically, Menlo Park lost its leadership in the matter of 
free parking. The new south-of-Santa-Cruz plazas will go far to | 


correct this. We have good storcs in Menlo Park.

Your City’s Business: 


Balancing City Budget 
Poses Many Problems 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 
City Councilman, Menlo Park 


The city council has been study- 
ing for several weeks the prelimi- 
nary budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1957, as_ sub- 
mitted by the city manager. Giving 
effect to a five per cent salary in- 
crease, plus some additional in the 
non-civil service group, our pro- 
posed budget for the current year 
is $600,000, about $93,000 in excess 
of estimated revenue on the basis 
of last year’s tax rate. 

How is this margin to be 
covered? Should the budget be 
pared?-Is a substantial tax rate 
increase inevitable? 

Some analysis of the city’s fiscal 
policies is necessary in order to 
evaluate this situation. 

The easiest way to balance a 
municipal budget at the start of 
the fiscal year is to overestimate 
the revenue to be received, and/or 
to underestimate the expenditures 
which will be made. We have fol- 
lowed the opposite policy. 

Consistently our revenue has 
overrun estimates, while our ex- 
penditures have been less than 
those allowed. However, is this 
good budgeting? Should we not 
seek to estimate both revenue and 
expenditures as accurately as pos- 
sible? 

First let us consider how we 
came out in the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1956. We estimated 
revenue to be $486,745, but ac- 
tual receipts were $527,000, an 
increase of more than eight per 
cent. Budgeted expenditures, in- 
cluding the allocation to the re- 
placement fund, totaled $522,497, 
while actual expenditures, in- 
cluding allowance for the full 
appropriation to the replace- 
ment fund, amounted to only 
$474,482. Instead of our general 


| ue, are materially affected by con-

for the year as budgeted, it actu- 
ally increased by $12,263. 

Our fiscal philosophy is as fol- 
lows. Much of our revenue con- 
sists of taxes that are sensitive to 
economic conditions. 

Business license fees, which 
comprise 7 per cent of our reven- 


tractor’s licenses. These drop off 
or rise sharply depending on con- 
struction activity in the city limits. 

Motor vehicle license fees, ac- 
counting for 20 per cent, fluctuate 
to a considerable degree in rela- 
tion to new automobile sales. 
Building inspection fees, bringing 
in 5 per cent of our revenue, are 
directly dependent on construction 
activity inside the city. 

Traffic fines last year made 
up almost 6 per cent of our 
revenue. We should not be ina 
position of relying on a substan- 
tial revenue from this source to 
meet our budget; otherwise fis- 
cal necessity could conceivably 
influence police policy, a most 
improper relationship. 

With this relatively large part 
of our revenue budget consisting 
of unstable sources, we must be 
cautious about our estimates, and 
our policy has been to assume an 
economic turndown. Then if the 
worst eventuates, we are not likely 
to find our revenues materially 
below our budget calculations. The 
excess of revenue over needs that 
is developed by this budgeting 
method is returned to the tax- 
payer in the following year by the 
device of an unbalanced current 
budget. The excess revenue over 
the budget estimate of the pre- 
vious year is used to cover the 
current year’s budget deficit.

County Janitors ‘Take the Rap: 
As Pay Board Turns Gloomy

FOLLOWING A PATTERN! — 


George N. Keyston, the globe 
trotter and member of the county 
Civil Service Commission, took a 
new trend this week in regard to 
county salaries. Just back from a 
trip to Europe he sees a ‘recession 
or depression” right around the 
corner and suggested that his fel- 
low commission members take a 
dim view of any more salary hikes 
for the county’s 1300 workers. 

Of course, Mr. Keyston, who 
prides himself on being the king- 
pin of county affairs, was at the 
moment talking of pay schedules 
for the county’s crew of janitors. 
The boost, supposed to bring those 
workers up to the scale of, private 
industry, would have meant ap- 
proximately $25 a month. The 
hard-working sweepers and win- 
dow washers now get in the neigh- 
borhood of $300 a month, depend- 
ing on length of service. 

The commission delayed tak- 
ing any action until next Janu- 
ary, which follows the favori- 
tism trend of the commission for 
many years. The entire county 
staff of approximately 1300 
workers got a five per cent or 
one-step salary boost starting 
July 1. 

The board of supervisors right- 
fully followed the commission’s ac- 
tion with a pay boost for the coun- 
ty’s elective officials, which, inci- 
dentally has gone into effect (hos-

I read with interest a copy of your CNPA 
material “How Accurate Is Your Newspaper?” 
The concepts of objectivity and subjectivity with 
respect to reporting news merit general dis- 
cussion, and you have made a useful analysis 
with good examples. 

The truth of the matter is that there is no 
stich thing as an objective viewpoint, and hence 
no such thing as objective analysis and objec- 
tive writing.

Menlo Park’s canine population, 
however, shirked its duty during 
the year, turning in only $2154.50 
in dog license fees as against an 
estimated $3000. 

ADVANCES MADE 

In addition to its cash on hand,

Boost Lights 
By One-Third 
At Nealon Park 


Installation of new lights, aug- 
menting those which illuminate 
the baseball diamond at Nealon 
park, is expected to start late this 
week or early next week, City 
Recreation Director Fred Parsons 
announced yesterday. Wattage of 
the park’s light installations will 
be upped by one-third. 

In addition to installing a total 
of 14 new lamps, Parsons said, the 
reconstruction program calls for 
relamping of the existing 44 
lights, meaning they will deliver 
more candle-power over'the field. 

The installation will be princi- 
pally on standards overlooking the 
outfield and first and third base. 

Need for the new lights has 
become obvious in past sum- 
mers when teams playing early 
games have had low scores, be- 
cause the lamps were augment- 
ed by the waning sunlight. 

Games starting at 9 p.m. seem 
to end with higher scores and 
this has been attributed to field- 
ing difficulties, according to 
some observers, Parsons said. 

At present, the existing lights 
deliver 66,000 watts of light. The 
14 new lights, which had to be 
ordered from suppliers in the east, 
will add 21,000 watts to this. 

Owing to the distance of the 
source of supply, the installation 
has been delayed somewhat, the 
rec director pointed out. It was 
originally hoped that the lights 
would be in place earlier in the 
summer.

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Down to Earth: 
Bargain Days 
At Hand 
At Nurseries | 


By TERRY LEE 

These are bargain days for cer- 
tain plants at the nursery, but if 
you buy anything, you will have 
to be willing to do two things: pro-| 
vide a little shade for a few weeks, 
and water the plants at least week- 
ly all summer. 

You may also have to wait until 
next season for the flowers, as 
many of the shrubs offered for 
“sale’ have passed their bloom- 
ing season. 

Generally the plants on sale 
are not a lot of imported “spe- 
cials,” but simply the stock the 
nursery must tend all summer 
and re-pot in the fall in large 
containers. This means a lot of 
work for the nursery that they 
would gladly turn over to you. 

And of course you benefit by 
adding a summer’s growth to your 
plant. But you benefit only if you 
are willing to water. 

All newly planted material re- 
quires almost daily watering and 
cultivation until it “takes” and 
begins to send out new feeding 
roots. This care may extend from 
two weeks to four, depending on 
the plant, weather, soil and lov 
ing care. Then they will need a 
heavy soaking once a week until 
the rains start. 

SHOCK 

Give the foliage a sprinkling as 

well as the soil and you will cut 
down on the great loss of water 
which occurs from the shock of 
transplanting. 
“ This is even worse when the 
air is so dry. Before you plant, 
fill the hole with water and let it 
soak in so there will be plenty of 
water under the roots in case you 
forget watering for a few days. 
If your shrub is in the sun, make 
\. shading screen out of burlap 
stretched between two sticks and 
place this on the south side of the 
plant. You can use roof shingles 
for small plants. Do not remove 
the lower leaves or branches on 
young trees, but let these act as a 
shade the first year. 

You may find the roots of 
your plant wound round and 
round the ball of soil when you 
take it from the can. Using a 
sharp knife, cut into the soil 
about an inch, going down one 
side, across the bottom and up 
the other side. 


The plants on sale may not be 
eye catching ones, for they prob- 
ably bloomed in the spring, but 
they do offer handsome foliage 
for the summer. Camellias, rho- 
dodendrons, weigelia, daphne. to 
mention a few. As these are ex- 
pensive plants when they are in 
bloom, this really is the time to 
buy a large-sized one. Study some 
old catalogues so you will know 
the flower that goes with the 
name. 

Another bargain is fruit trees. 
The bare root whips from last 
winter are now in gallon cans, in 
full leaf, and some with fruit. 

They cost no more than the 
whips did, and if planted now, will 
put you a whole year ahead in 
terms of size and fruiting. 

FACE DESTRUCTION 

. The nurseries are also glad to 
sell these, for if kept another year 
they become pot bound and must 
be destroyed. 

Once again it means faithful 
watering if you want to keep alive 
this value in price and growth 
You may be discouraged to see 
the little tree lose all its leaves, 
but test the branches to see if they 
bend easily, kept up the watering, 
and in a few weeks, new leaves 
will appear. 

Fall blooming perennials are | 
also cheaper now than they will 
be in a month when their size 
increases and they are full of 
buds. 

This includes chrysanthemums, 
begonias. You also benefit by hav. | 
ing a larger clump when next 
spring comes—really a good in- 
vestment with big dividends. An- 
nuals are also on sale, and there 


is plenty of good weather ahead to 
grow marigolds, zinnias, agera- 
tum, asters, to mention a few
